Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film poster 
entitled: 

Buttman at Nudes ‘a Poppin’ 4 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick is not approved because of the degrading manner and context within which it depicts 
female nudity, with an emphasis on buttocks and genitals splayed or displayed for the camera. The overall 
impression is of numerous females displaying their sexuality in a degrading manner. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in relation to the 
video slick. The extent of the strongly degrading elements in the slick leads to the conclusion that if this 
slick were to be submitted under sl3(l) of the Films, Videos and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act), for a decision on its classification, the slick would be found to be objectionable under s3 of 
the FVPC Act. This approach is considered to be consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in the 
NZBR Act.
